The Montgomery Bell Rifle Team 
had its most successful season to date. 
The team finished with a record of 8 wins, 
1 loss, and 1 tie. The team started the 
season by setting a new school record of 
2309 out of a possible 2400 against 
Seneca High School in Louisville, 
Kentucky. Unfortunately, this record 
came a few weeks early as the team 
finished 4* in the annual MBA Rifle 
Classic, the largest high-school 
competition, attracting around 340 
competitors from 10 states. MBA’s next 
competition came at St. Louis University 
High School in St. Louis, Missouri, where 
the team registered the first tie in MBA 
Rifle history. 

The team then traveled to Ft. 
Benning, Georgia, for the Gary Anderson 
Invitational, in which the team placed 4 th 
overall.

For the first time since 1994, the 

MBA baseball team won the TSSAA 
division II State Baseball Championship. 
The Big Red defeated a very good 
Christian Brothers team 7-6 in the finals of 
the Memphis Spring Fling State Tournament, 
thanks to solid pitching performances by 
seniors Wylie Jones and Brad French and 
key hits by Brian Harris, Michael Fisher and 
others. The Big Red’s victory in the finals 
followed a strong run through the upper 
bracket of the state tournament that 
included two victories over Southern 
Baptist Educational Center and a second 
round win against the second seed, Baylor. 
The team faced SBEC in a hard 
fought first round match up and, despite 
the Trojan’s solid effort, won 8-7 with senior 
Scott Pettus starting on the mound, followed 
by Harris in relief. MBA then faced Baylor 
"and, thanks to a dominating offensive 
performance and strong pitching from 
senior French, won 8-5. Although the game was 
quite close through the first few innings, being tied 
at 1-1 and 2-2 at various points, the team began 
to pull away. Harris’ bases-loaded double 
off the top of the left field wall of AutoZone 
park, home of the minor league Memphis 
Redbirds, scored three and gave MBA a 6- 
2 lead that held until the final inning when a 
run from Fisher held off the Purple Wave’s 
final offensive charge. With Pettus going 8 for 13 
(.615 batting average) and French going 9 for 15 
(.600) with a triple, two home runs and 9 
runs batted in, the team hit an outstanding 
.365 for the tournament. Add to this 
offensive power a 4-0 pitching record and a 
3.75 team earned run average, and it is easy 
to see why MBA came home from Memphis 
as champions.

Aided by strong performances in the 
decathlon, pole vault, and relay events, the 
MBA track team fought its way to a fourth- 
place finish in the Division II State Track 
Meet. After two days of competition at 
Briarcrest in Memphis, the Big Red finished 
behind Baylor, McCallie, and Brentwood 
Academy. Having qualified in all four of the 
relays (4x 1 00, 4x200, 4x400, 4x800 meters) and 
in every field event except discus and long 
jump, the Big Red was poised to perform well. 
Although the Big Red qualified only two 
individual runners in the open events, MBA 
showed its depth through its impressive 
performance in the relays. The 4x100 and 
4x200 meter relay teams (Matthew Jacques, 
Tom Santi, Drew Carney, Wilson Robinson) 
both finished third, and the 4x400 relay 
(Jacques, Carney, Robinson, Jeff Snyder) 
finished second. MBA’s only state 
champions were the members of the 4x800 
relay team (Chambliss Shillinglaw, Andrew 
Pitman, Michael Pierce, Jeff Snyder), which, 
after gaining the lead during the first leg, never 
looked back and cruised to a first place finish 
by five seconds over McCallie in a time of 
8:15. The relay could have been run even 
faster, but after dominating performances in 
the first three legs, MBA was so far ahead of 


the second place team that the anchor, Jeff 

Snyder, was able to save his energy for the 
4x400 relay and jog a time much slower than 
his MBA school-record best time of 1:55.1. 
On a day in which MBA success was 
dominated by team relay performances, Jeff 
Snyder shone as an individual for his 
remarkable achievement. He scored in three 
events (pole vault, 4x400, 4x800), and most 
notably with his state championship in the 
4x800 relay became one of the very few four- 
time state champions in MBA’s history, in any 
sport. MBA has displayed its distance depth 
nicely by winning the 4x800 relay each of the 
last four years, and each of those years Jeff 
Snyder was an integral member of the state 
champion relay, running the anchor leg for 
the last two years. He also holds the school 
record for the 800 meter run, and the second- 
best mark ever in pole vault. Jeff and all the 
seniors have been important to this year's track 
team not only because of their performances 
on the track (scoring 30.5 out of the 62.5 points 
the team scored at this year's state meet), but 
also because of their leadership. With many 
talented athletes returning next year. MBA will 
look to improve on this year's fourth place 
finish in next year’s state meet.

The following article appeared in The Bell Ringer to announce the creation of the King Society. 

In mid-November, senior Edwin Conley and senior class president Ben Pote jointly announced the Martin Luther King Jr. Society \ 
intended to join the ranks of Cum Laude and Totomoi as major recognition of an individual students ' long-term contributions to campus life. 
With its narrow focus on community service, school-based and otherwise , the King Society represents a departure from the criteria of its older 
organizational cousins. According to Mildred Tilley, MBA Librarian and faculty sponsor for the society, the society's constitution establishes 
it to honour MBA students who “ strive to exhibit the ... characteristics for which Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. is best remembered, ” and follows 
an election procedure closely akin to MBA s honorary fraternity : 

After completing an application detailing their service accomplishments and including a personal statement, candidates must be 
elected by a majority of the society and confirmed by two thirds of the faculty . For the purposes of this year s election, due to be complete by the 
end of the first semester, founder Conley and president Pote will serve as current members. 

Though the fledgling society s constitution establishes a minimum of ten official MBA service hours for membership, it makes few 
demands where other recognitions demand high performance. Said Tilley, who credits English teacher Michael Kelly with the idea for the new 
honour, “ The King Society will give those students who are not in the top 20% of the class academically a chance to be in an MBA honorary 
society. ... I think that establishing this society will indicate to people outside of MBA that the school strives to educate young men who will 
look to the legacy of MLK and try to follow in his path as a leader for the betterment of humankind. ” 

The society will announce its new members — not more than ten juniors and ten seniors — on January 20, 2004.
